GED  EXAMINATION  INFORMATION 

Boston  Community  Schools  and  Recreation  Centers  offers  G.E.D.  testing  at  various  sites  listed  on  the  follow- 
ing pages.  For  more  information,  contact  the  individual  schools  or  call  Yvonne  Jones,  the  G.E.D.  tester  at 
Central  Office:  725-4920. 

In  order  to  take  the  G.E.D.  examination,  individuals  must  meet  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Applicants  must  have  been  a  Massachusetts  resident  for  at  least  six  months  immediately  prior  to  receiving 
their  G.E.D.  certificate.  He/she  may  also  be  a  non-resident  whose  last  secondary  education  was  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

2.  Applicants  must  be  16  years  of  age  or  older 

NOTE:  A  person  16, 17,  or  18  years  old  may  be  tested  only  if  the  individual  can  provide  written  verification 
that  he/she  is  not  currently  enrolled  in  a  public  or  private  school  and  also  a  statement  of  the  date  his/her 
original  high  school  class  is  scheduled  to  graduate. 

3.  Applicants  must  complete  two  applications  and  pay  the  specified  fee  for  each.  Registration  for  the  G.E.D. 
test  is  conducted  only  at  the  test  site  and  must  be  done  no  later  than  fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  test. 
Applicants  must  fill  out  and  present; 

A  processing  application  with  $5.00  fee  made  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

A  testing  application  with  a  $25.00  fee  made  payable  to  the  Boston  Community  Schools  and  Recreation 
Centers. 

The  G.E.D  test  itself  consists  of  four  multiple-choice  examinations  in  the  areas  of  social  studies,  science, 
reading  skills,  mathematics  and  a  writing  skills  examination  consisting  of  a  multiple-choice  section  and  an 
essay  section. 

In  order  to  pass,  an  average  score  of  45  must  be  obtained  on  each  of  the  five  tests,  which  would  mean  having  a 
total  standard  score  of  at  least  225  points.  A  minimum  score  of  35  is  required  on  each  test. 

A  certificate  is  awarded  upon  compliance  with  the  above  requirements  and  successful  completion  of  the 
G.E.D.  test.  Transcripts  are  mailed  to  participants  about  one  month  after  completion  of  the  test.

SERVICES  FOR  YOUTH 

THE  YOUTH  OUTREACH  PROGRAM 

The  Youth  Outreach  Program  sponsors  youth-run  organizations  in  ten  neighborhoods  throughout  the 
City.  At  each  site,  eight  teenagers  are  hired  to  work  as  Peer  Leaders.  The  Peer  Leaders  learn  commun- 
ication, outreach  and  organizing  skills;  work  to  involve  other  teens;  and  plan  and  run  Youth  Council 
meetings  and  events. 

Youth  Councils  are  open  to  all  teens  ages  thirteen  to  eighteen.  Youth  Council  members  organize  events 
and  activities,  deal  with  issues  that  teenagers  face  on  a  daily  basis  and  help  give  teens  power  to  deter- 
mine their  own  futures.  Youth  Council  activities  might  include  trips,  talent  shows,  fundraising  events 
such  as  car  washes  and  bake  sales,  and  community  outreach  such  as  a  neighborhood  cleanup  or  an  in- 
tergenerational  day. 

Two  Youth  Outreach  advocates  are  assigned  to  get  to  know  each  neighborhood  inside  and  out.  They  go 
out  to  the  parks,  playgrounds,  streetcorners  and  housing  developments  to  talk  with  teens,  hear  their 
concerns  and  tell  them  about  the  opportunities  that  are  available  through  the  Youth  Outreach  Program 
and  other  youth  serving  agencies. 

The  Youth  Outreach  Program  sponsors  an  annual  Youth  Congress  —  a  day-long  event  which  is  planned 
by  peer  leaders  and  youth  council  members  from  throughout  the  City.  The  Youth  Congress  gives  hun- 
dreds of  young  people  from  all  over  Boston  an  opportunity  to  have  meaningful  input  into  the  City's  de- 
cision making  process.

—  Attend  the  parties,  dances,  talent  shows,  trips  and  other  events  sponsored  by  your  local  youth 
council.
